In oral spelling the 
pupil recalls and speaks the names of the letters; this may or may 
not be accompanied by a recall of the visible forms of the letters. In 
written spelling the guide to the process of making the letters is, 
primarily, the conception of the forms of the letters ; this may or may 
not be accompanied by the ideas of the names of the letters. 
Some pupils are’ helped more in spelling by the association “of 
sound: others more by the association of form ; all, no doubt, are 
helped more or less by both. Hence both kinds of spelling should be 
practiced in school. 3
